Our foreign relations coutinue, w ith but few exceptions, to 
m aintain the favorable uspect w hich they bore in my last an­ 
nual m essage, and prom ise to extend those advantages w hich 
the principle* ilm t regulate our intercourse w ith o th er nations, 
arc so w ell calculated to st cu rr. 
The question o f the n o rth eastern boundary is still pending 
w ith G reat B ritain, and the proposition m ade in accordance 
w ith the resoluti n o f the Keiutte fur tiie establishm ent of a 
line according to the treaty o f i7!;3, has no t been accepted by 
that governm ent. 
Believing that every disposition is fell on 
both sides to adjust this perplexing question to the satisfac­ 
tion all the pro ties interested in it, the hope is yet indulged 
that it m ay Ue effected on the basis o f th at proposition. 
Wi lt th e governm ents ol A ustria, R ussia, P russia, H olland, 
Sweden and D enm ark, the best understanding exists. 
C om ­ 
m erce, w ith nil, is fostered and protected by reciprocal good 
will, under the sanction o f liberal conventional or legal provis­ 
ions. 
In the m idst of lo r internal difficulties, the Q ueen of Spain 
has ratified the C onvention for th e pay m en t o f the claim s ot 
our citi'/.ens arising since 1819. 
It is in the course of execution 
on her {tart, and a copy of it is now fo il be Id. e \oU for such 
legislation as may be found necessary to enable th o se interest­ 
ed to derive the benefits of it. 
Yielding to the force o f circum stances, and to the w ise coun­ 
sels of tim e and experience, th a t pow er hus finally resolved 110 
longer to occupy the u nnatural position in w hich she stood to 
the new governm ents established in this hem isphere. 
1 have 
the great satisfaction o f statin g to you 
that in preparing the 
way for the resto ratio n of harm ony betw een tliose w ho have 
sprung from the sam e ancestors, w ho are allied by com m on in­ 
terests, proles* the sam e religion, and speak the same, lan ­ 
guage, the II. Htates have been actively instru m en tal. 
O ur 
efforts to effect this good w ork w ill be persevered in 
w hile 
they are deem ed useful to the p arties, and our en tire d isin ter­ 
estedness continues to he fell and understood. 
T h e act of Con­ 
gress to countervail the discrim inating duties, levied to the 
prejudice o f our navigation, 111 C uba and P o rto llico, lias been 
transm itted to the M inister o f the U nited S tates at M adrid, to 
be com m unicated to the G overnm ent of the Q ueen. 
N o in ­ 
telligence of its receip t has yet reached 
the D ep artm en t ol 
Bi&te. 
If th e p resen t condition o f the co u n try perm its the 
G overnm ent to m ake a careful and enlarged exam ination of 
the true interests o f these im p o rtan t portions o f its dom in­ 
ions, no noubt is entertained th a t th e ir future intercourse w ith 
the U nited S tales w ill be placed up o n a m ore ju st and liberal 
basis. 
The Florida archives have not y e t been selected and deliver­ 
ed. 
R ecent orders have been sent to the agent of the United 
States ut H avana, to return w ith all th at he can obtain, so tiiat 
they may be in YVashington before the session o f the Suprem e 
C ourt, to be used in the legal questions there pending, to w hich 
the G overnm ent is a party. 
Internal tran q u illity is happily restored to P ortugal. 
T he 
distracted state of he country rendered unavoidable the p o st­ 
ponem ent of a final paym ent of the ju st claim s of our citizens. 
O ur diplom atic relatio n s w ill be soon resum ed, uud the long 
subsisting friendship w ith th at pow er affords the strongest 
guarantee th at the balance due w ill receive p ro m p t atteu tiau . 
The first in stalm en t due under 'h e convention o f idcm uity 
w ith the King of the tw o Sicilies, has been duly received, and 
,au otfer been m ade to extinguish the w hole by a prom pt pay ­ 
m ent—au offer 1 did not consider m yself authorized to accep t, 
as the iderm iifleation provided is the exclusive property o f in ­ 
dividual citizens o f the United rotates. 
T he original ad ju st­ 
m ent o f our claim s, and the anxiety displayed to fulfil at once 
the stipulations m ade for the p ay m en t of them , are highly 
honorable to llis governm ent o f the tw o Sicilies. 
W hen it is 
recollected that they w ere the result of the injustice o f an in­ 
trusive pow er, tem porarily dom inant in its territo ry , a repug­ 
nance to acknow ledge and to pay w hich w ould have been 
neither u n n atu ral nor unexpected, the circum stances can n o t 
fail to exalt its eharucler fur ju stice and good faith in the eves 
o f all nations. 
T he T reaty of A m ity and C om m erce betw een the U nited 
S tates and Belgium , brought to your notice in m y last annual 
m essage, t*s sanctioned by the Senate, but the ratifications o f 
w hich nad not been exchanged, ow ing to a delay in its recep ­ 
tion a t B russels, and 
a subsequent absence of the Belgian 
M inister of Foreign Affairs, has been, alter m ature deliberation, 
finally disavow ed by th at governm ent as inconsistent w ith the 
pow ers and in structions giveu to the m in ister w ho negotiated 
it. 
This disavow al w as entirely unexpected, as the liberal prin­ 
ciples em bodied in the convention, and 
w hich form the 
ground-w ork o f the objections to it, w ere perfectly satisfactory 
to the Belgian representative, and w ere supposed to be not 
only w ithin the pow ers gi anted, but expressly conform able to 
the instru ctio n s given to him . 
A 11 oiler, not y e t excepted, has 
been m ade by Belgium to renew negotiations for a t;eaty less 
liberal in its provisions, on questions of general m aritim e law . 
O ur new ly established relations w ith the Sublim e F orte 
piornises to be useful to our com m erce, and satisfactory in 
every respect to this governm ent. 
O ur intercourse w ith the 
Burbary pow ers, continues W ithout im p o rtan t change, except 
that the presen t political state o f A lgiers has induced m e to 
term inate th ere the residence o f a salaried consul, and to sub­ 
stitute an ordinary consul, to rem ain so long as the place con­ 
tinues in the possession o f F rance. 
O ur first treaty w ith one 
«¡1 these pow ers—the E m peror o f M orocco—w as form ed in 
I7sd, and w as iiiiiiied to lirty years. 
T h a t period has alm ost 
expired. 
I shall tal.e m easures to renew it w ith the greater 
satisfaction, as Us stip u latio n s are ju st and liberal, and have 
been, w ith m utual fidelity and reciprocal advantage, scru p u ­ 
lously tuRUlod. 
Intestine dissensions have too frequently occurred to m ar 
the prosperity, in terru p t the com m erce, and d istract the gov­ 
ernm ents ol m ost o f the nations o f this hem isphere, which 
have separated them -.elves from Spain. 
W hen a firm and per­ 
m anent understanding w ith the p aren t country shall have pro­ 
duced a form al acknow ledgem ent o f their independence, and 
the idea o f danger front In n t q u a rte r cqn bo no longer enter- 
tnm eu, the ji lends ot freedom expect th at those countries, so 
lavoied by nature, w ill be distinguished for their love of jus-

spirit so conciliatory and forbearing, as to m ake it im possible 
that oui justice and m oderation should be questioned, wlm over 
may be the consequence* o f a longer perseverance on the part 
ol the 1*rench G overnm ent in her om ission to satisfy the con­ 
ceded claim s o f our citizens. 
1 he history ol the accum ulated and unprovoked aggressions 
upon our com m erce com m itted by authority of the existing 
G overnm ent* o f F rance, betw een the years lSOOnnd 1817, has 
been rendered too painful to A m ericans to m ake its repetition 
either necessary « r desirable. 
It will bo sufficient here to re­ 
m ark, that there_ has, for m any years, been scarcely a single 
adm inistration at the French G overnm ent by w hom the justice 
and legality ol the claim s to indem nity w ere not, to a very con­ 
sidérait e ex ten t, ad m itted —and yet near a quart« r of a century 
has been w asted in ineffectual negotiation to se< ure it. 
D esply sensible of the injurious effects resulting from thi* 
stale o f things upon the interest and character ol both nations, 
I regarded it as am ong my first duties to cause one m ore effort 
to be m ade to satisfy F rance, that a ju st and Iiberut settlem en t 
o i our claim s w as us vvell due to her ow n liouor, as to their 
in co atestlb ie validity. 
'Ih e négociation for th is purpose w as 
com m enced w ith the late G overnm ent of F rance, and w as 
prosecuted w ith such success,as to leave no reasonable g round 
to doubt, th a t a settlem en t o f a ch aracter qu ite us liberal ns 
th at w hich w as subsequently inad«', w ould have been effected, 
had no t the revolution, bv w hich the négociation w as cu t oil', 
tak en place. 
T h e discussions w ere resum ed w ith the present 
G overnm ent, and the result show ed, th at w e w ere not w rong 
in supposing, th at an ev en t by w hich the tw o governm ents 
w ere m ade to approach each other so m uch nearer iu their po­ 
litical principles, and hy w hich the m otives for th e m ost libe- 
ral and friendly intercourse w ere so greutly m ultiplied, could 
exercise no o th er than n salutary Influence upon the négocia­ 
tion. 
A fter the m ost deliberate and thorough exam ination o f 
the w hole subject, a tre a ty betw een the tw o governm ents w as 
concluded and signed a t Faria ou the 4th o f Ju ly , 1831, hy 
w hich it w as stipulated th a t tire F rench G overnm ent, in order 
to liberate itsell from all the reclam ations preferred against it 
by the citizens ol Die U nited S lates, for unlaw ful siezures, cap­ 
tures, sequestrations, confiscations, or destruction o f their ves­ 
sels, cargoes, o r other property, engages to pity a sum of 25 
m illions o f francs to the U nited S tates, w ho shall distribute it 
am ong those entitled to it, in the m anner and according to the 
rules It shall determ ine; and it w as also stip u lated on th e p a rt of 
the F ren ch G overnm ent, th a t ihis tw entyllve m illions ol francs 
should ‘‘be paid ut P aris iu six annual instalm ent* ol fo u rm il­ 
lions one hundred and sixty-six thousand and six hundred and 
sixty-six francs and sixty-six centim es each, into the hauds o f 
such person or persons as shall be authorised by the G overn­ 
m ent oi the U nited S tates to receive it.” 
T he first instalm ent 
to be paid “ a t the expiration of one year next following the 
exchange of the ratifications o f this convention, and the others 
at successive intervals of a year, one after another, till the 
w hole shall be paid. 
T o l!»e am ount o f each o f the said in stal­ 
m ents shall be added in terest at four per centum thereupon, 
as upon the other instalm ents then rem aining unpaid ; the said 
in terest to be couq nted from the day o f the exchange of the 
present con v en tio n .” 
It w as also stipulated 011 tho part o f the U nited State*, for the 
purpose o f being com pletely liberated from all the reclam ations 
presented by F rance 011 b eh alfo flt* citizens, th a t o f one m illion 
five hundred thousand francs should be paid to the G overn­ 
m en t ot F rance, in six annual instalm ents, to be deducted out 
of the annual sum s w hich F rance had agreed to pay, interest 
thereupon being in like m anner com puted from the day of the 
exchange o f th e ratifications. 
Iu addition to this stipulation, 
im p o rtan t advantages w ere secured to France by the following 
article, viz. “ T he w ines o f France, from and a lle r the exchange 
o f th e ratifications of the present C onvention, shall be ad m it­ 
ted to consum ption in the S tates o f the U nion, a t duties w hich 
shall not exceed the follow ing rates by the gallon, [such as it 
is used ut p resen t for w ines in the U nited States] to w it: six 
cen ts for red w in es in c ask s; ten cents for w hite w ines 111 
casks ; and tw enty tw o cents for w iues of all so rts iu bottles. 
T he p roportions existing betw een the duties on French wine* 
thus reduced,and the general rates o f the ta riff w hich w ent in­ 
to operation the first of Jan u ary , 1829, shall be m aintained, in 
case the G overnm ent o f the U nited S tates should think proper 
to dim inish those generul rates into a new tariff. 
In consideration o f this stipulation, w hich shall be binding 
on the U nited ¡States for ten years, the F rench G overnm ent 
abandons the reclam ations which it had form ed in relation to 
the 8th article of the tre a ty of cession of Louisiana. 
It enga­ 
ges, m oreover, to establish on the long staple cottons o f the 
U nited S tates, w hich, a lte r the exchange o f the ratifications of 
the present convention, shall be brought direcilv thence to 
F ran ce by the vessels ot the Untteil Start-», or r>y F rencn ves­ 
sels, the sam e duties as on short staple cottons. 
T his treaty w as ratified iu the m anner prescribed by the 
C onstitution o f both countries, and the ratification w as ex­ 
changed at th e C ity o f W ashington OS the 2d of February, 1832. 
Ou account o f its com m ercial stipulations, it w as in five days 
th ereafter laid before Ihe Congress o f the U nited S tates, w hich 
proceeded to enact such law s favorable to the com m erce o f 
France as w ere necessary to carry it into full execution—and 
F ran ce has from th at period to the present, been in the unre­ 
stricted en jo y m en t of the valuable privileges th a t w ere thus 
secured to her. 
T he faith of the French n ation having thus 
been solem nly pledged, through its co n stitu tio n al organ, for 
the liquidation and ultim ate paym ent o f the long deferred 
claim * o f our citizens, as also for the adjustm ent ol’o ih er point» 
of g reat and reciprocal benefits to both countries, and the 
I nited S lates having w ith a fidelity and prom ptitude by w hich 
th eir conduct w ill, i tru st, be alw ays characterize«!, done eve­ 
ry thing ibat w as m n essary to carry the tre a ty into full and 
fair effect 011 th eir part, counted w ith the m ore perfect confi­ 
dence, 011 equul fidelity and prom ptitude 011 the part o f the 
F rench G overnm ent, 
iu this reasonable expectation w e have 
been, I regret to inform you, w holly dis ippoluted. 
No legisla­ 
tive provision has been m ade by France for the execution of 
the treaty , eith er as it respect* the indem nity to be paid, or 
the com m ercial benefits to be secured to the U nited ¡States, 
and the relations betw een the Unit« d SL.tcs an d th at pow er, in 
consequence thereof, are placed iu a situ atio n threatening to 
in terru p t the good understanding w hich has so happily existed 
betw een the tw o nations. 
N ot only has the F rench G overnm ent been thus w anting in 
the perform ance o f the stipulations it has so solem nly entered 
in to Aitii the U nited S tates, hut its om ission* have been m ark­ 
ed by circum stances w hich w ould seem to leave us w ithout 
ainly 
rati-

year after the exchange o f ratifications, no ap p licatio n w as 
m ade to the Ghuinb rs for the required appropriation, and in 
consequence o f no appropriation having then been m ade, the 
draft o f the U nited M ates G overnm ent for th at instalm ent w as 
dishonored by the M inister of F inance, and the United S tates 
thereby involved in m uch controversy. 
T he next session o f 
tiie C ham ber* com m enced on the lütîi of N ovem ber, 1832, and 
continued until tho 25lh o f A pril, 1833. 
N otw ithstanding the 
om ission to pay the first instalm ent, had been m ade the sub­ 
je c t o f earnest rem ouotunce on our p art, the treaty w ith the 
U nited S tates, and a (*!I m aking the neceasaiy appropriation* 
to execute it, were u o t laid before th e C ham ber of D eputies ; 
until the Gth o f A pril, nearly five m onths after its m eeting, and > 
only nineteen days before (he Close o f the session. 
T he bill j 
w as read and referred to a C om m ittee, but there w as no fur- j 
th e r action upon it. 
T he next session of the C ham bers com - ; 
m enced on the 26th o f A pril, 1333. and continued until the 26th J 
of Ju n e follow ing. 
A new bill was introduced 011 the llth o f j

T h at the settlem ent involved a sacrifice in this res- 
p ertW a* w ell know n a t the tim e—a sacr.lie: w hich wa* 
cheerfully acquiesced in by the différent branches of the Fed­ 
eral G overnm ent, w hose action upon the treaty w as required, 
from a .iu c e re desire to avoid further collision upon this old 
utnl disturbing subject, and in ttie confident^ expectation th at 
the general relations betw een the tw o co u n tries w ould be im ­ 
proved thereby. 
T he refusal to vote the appropriation, the new s o f w hich 
w as received from o u r m inister in P aris, about the 15th day of 
May last, m ight have been considered the final determ ination 
o f tho French G overnm ent not to execute the stipulations of 
the treaty , and w ould have justified au im m ediate com m uni­ 
cation o f the facts to C ongress, w ith 11 recom m endation of 
such ult im ate m easures as the in terest and honor o f the U nited 
S tates m ight docut to require. 
But w ith the new s of the re­ 
fusal of the C ham bers to m ake the appropriation, w ere con­ 
veyed the regrets o f the King, and a declajation th at a nation­ 
al vessel should be forthw ith scu t out, w ith Instructions to the 
French M inister to give the m ost aui]de explanation* o f the 
past, and strongest usturances for the futuie. 
A fter a long 
passage, the prom ised d esp atcn al vessel arrived. 
T h e pledges given by the French M inister, upon receipt of 
his instructions, w e re , th a t as soon after the election ot the 
new member* as the ch arter would perm it, the legislative

cham ber ol F rance should be railed together, and tin- prop 'ni- 
tion for an appropriation laid before them ; that ill the consti­ 
tu tio n al pow er* 01 the King ami hi* C abinet -tinuhi be « \« ricd 
to aero n tp h sh the o b je r t; and th a t the re m it should be made 
know a early enough to be com m m su-uted tu Q hngiess at the 
C om m encem ent o f th«* pres« nt *r*»inn. 
It eh ing upon th rsu plodg«*«, and not doubting that tho ac­ 
know ledged j »n«te o f our claim s, th o prom ised exertions ««t 
the King and his cabinet, and above ail, that shot« d r«*gard for 
tin national faith and honor tor w hich the French charncter 
have been * 0 distinguished, w ould see urn an early execution o f 
the tr«;aty m ¡ill its part*, 1 did not deem it necess.ify to rail 
the Httciiti 11 o f C ongress to the subject Ht the last session. 
I regret to s ty th at the pledges m ade through the M inister 
of F rance have nut been redeem ed. 
T he new 
C ham bers 
w ere assem bled on the 3l*t July last, and although the subject 
ol fulfilling treaties w as alluded to in the speech (rout the 
throne, no a tte m p t w as m ade by the King or It 1* C abinet to 
procure an appropriation to c arry it into execution. 
The rea­ 
son* given for thi* ouiissiou, although they m ight be considered 
sutlicient In an ordinary case, are not cootisthnt w ith the cx- 
i • ■ nations founded upon the assurances given her«-, for thine Is 
no con stitu tio n al obstacle to en terin g into legislative business 
at tiie first m eeting o f th e cham bers. 
This pciut, how ever, 
m ight have been overlooked, hud not the Cham bers instead ol 
being called to m eet a t so early a day, th at the ri-sult o f their 
(IcifberatioM m ight be cotun...inc ited to m e, before the m<«t- 
ii;g o f Congr« ss, been prorogued to the 2 9 th o f th e present 
m outh—a period so late th a t th eir decision can scarcely ho 
m ade know n to the present C ongress, prio r »« its dissolution. 
'1 0 avoid this delay, 0 0 r M inister to Faris, in virtue o f the as- 
su ra m e given by Die F ie e c h M lhL tcr ¿ t h e U nited S tates, 
strongly urged the convocation o f th i C ham bers at an earlier 
day, b u t w ithout sucres*.

have been five different occasions w hen the appropriation 
m ight have been m ade, and from the delay in convoking the 
C ham bers until som e w eeks after the m eeting of C onfirm s, it 
w as w ell kmiwii th a t a com m unication o f the w hole subject 
to C ongress at the last session w as prevented by assurances 
th a t it should be disposed o f before its present m eeting, you 
should yourselves constrain to doubt w h eth er it be the in ten ­ 
tion of the French G o v ern m en t iu all its branche* to carry the 
tre a ty ¡nttieffect, and think th a t such m easures as the occasion 
m ay be denoted to call for, should bo now adopted, the im por­ 
tan t quest,on arises w h at those m easures shall be. 
O ur institutions are essentially pacific. 
Peace and friendly 
intercourse w ith all nations, are as m uch the desire o f our gov­ 
ern m en t, as they are the in terests o f o u r people. 
B ut these 
objects are not to be perm anently secured, by surrendering tlie 
rights of our citizens, or 
perm itting solem n treaties 
for 
their indem nity in cases o f flagrant w rong, to be abrogated or 
set aside. 
It is undoubtedly ill the po w er o f Congres* seriously to af­ 
fect the agricultural and m anufacturing interests o f F rance, by 
the passage o f law s relating to her trade xvith the U nited S tates 
—h er products, m anufactures, and tonnage m ay be subjected 
to heavy duties in o u r ports, o r all com m ercial intercourse 
w ith her m ay be suspended. 
B ut there are pow erful, and to 
my m ind, conclusive objections to this m ode of proceeding.— 
W e cannot em barrass or cut off the trade of France, w ithoui, 
at the sam e tim e in som e degree, em barrass ug or cutting off 
our o w n trade.

T h e bold effort the present Hunk has 
m ade to control the G overnm ent, the distresses it has 
w antonly produced, the violen ce of winch it bas been 
the occasion in one o f oar cities fumed for it* observencc 
of law und order, are hut prem onitions ol the fate w hich 
aw ait! the A m erican people should they he deluded 
into a perpetuation o f tlu* institution, or the establish­ 
m ent of another like it. 
It is fervently hoped, thut, thus 
adm onished, tho»e w ho have heretofore favored tfie t-s- 
tabiishm eat o f a sobstittite for the present Dank will be 
induced to abandon it, a* it is evidently better to incur 
any inconveniences that may be reasonably expected, 
than to concentrate the w hole m onied pow er of the R e­ 
public in uny form w hatever, or under any restrictiors. 
H appily it is alreuily illustrated that tho agency o f 
such an institution is not necessary to the fiscal opera­ 
tions of the G overnm ent. 
'J he M ate Banks are found 
fully adequate to the perform ance o f all services w inch 
w ere required o f the Bank of the United S ta tes, quite as 
prom ptly, and w ith the sam e cheapness. 
T h ey have 
m aintained them selves, und discharged all these duties, 
w hile the Hank o f the United State* w as still pow erful, 
and in the field a* an open enem y ; and it is now pos-

If the sev­ 
eral ¡States shall be induced gradually to reform their 
banking systems and prohibit th# issue of all small notes, 
we shall, in a lew \< ars, have a currency as sound, and 
is little liable to fluctuations, as any other commercial 
country.

various objects committed to its administration. 
No event lias occuned since your lust session ren­ 
dering necessary the m ovements of the arm y, with the 
exception o f the expedition o f the regim ent o f dra­ 
goon* into the territory o f tho wandering and predatory 
tubes inhabiting the western frontier and living adja­ 
cent to tho Mexican boundary. 
T hese tribes have 
been heretofore known to us principally by their at­ 
tacks upon our ow n citizens, and upon other Indians 
entitled to the protection of the United States. 
It be­ 
cam e necessary for the peace of the frontiers to chuck 
thesi habitual inroads, and I am happy to inform you 
that the object has heun effected without the com m is­ 
sion ol any act o f hostility, 
t'ob H odge, and the 
troops under his com m and, have acted with eqnaI firm­ 


n e s s and an arrangement lias been made with thoso 
Indians, which, it h hoped, will assure their perma­ 
nent pacific relations with the U. Slates and the other 
tribes o f Indians upon that border. 
It is to be regret­ 
ted tint the prevalence ol sickness in that quarter has 
deprived the country o f a number o f valuable lives, 
and particularly that o f (Jen. Leavenworth, an officer 
well known and esteem ed lor his gallant services in 
the I,itc war, and for Ins subsequent good conduct, 
h is fallen a victim to his zeal and exertions in the dis­ 
charge of In* duty. 
T he army is m a high state of discipline. 
Its morn 
condition so far as that is known here, is good, nr^ 
the various branches o f the public service are carcfullja 
attended to. 
It is amply sufficient, under its present 
organization, for providing the necessary garrisons for 
the sea board, and for the defence of the internal fron­ 
tier, and also for preserving the elem ents of militury 
know ledge, and for keeping pace with those improve­ 
ments which modern experience is continually making. 
And these objects appear to me to embrace all the leg­ 
itimate purposes for which a permanent military force 
should he maintained in our country. 
T he lessons o f 
history teach us its danger, and the tendency which 
exi-ts, to an increase. T his can he best met and avert­ 
ed, by a just ciiuiioii on the part of the public itself, 
and o f those who represent them in Congress. 
From the duties which devolve on the Engineer D e­ 
partment, and upon the Topographical Engineers, a 
different organization seem s to be demanded by the 
public interest, and i recommend the subject to your 
considerut ion. 
N o important change has, during this season, taken 
place in the condition o f the Indiana. 
Arrangements 
are in progress for the removal of the C reeks, and will 
ha soon for the removal o f tho Sem inóles, 
i regret 
that the Clterokees oast of tho Mississippi have not yet 
determ ined, as a com m unity, to rem ove.— HovV long 
tho personal causes which have heretofore retarded 
that ultimate inevitable measure, will continue to op­ 
erate, I am unable to conjecture. 
It is certain, how ­ 
ever, that delay w ill bring with it accum olaiaied evils, 
w hich will render their condition more and more un­ 
pleasant, 
T h e experience o f every year adds to tho 
C o n v ic tio n , th a t e im g r i il i a n , 
a n d ilntt « l o n e , « « n p r o - 
scrve from destruction the remnant o f tho tribes yet 
living am ong us. 
T he facility with which the necea­ 
se ri*'s o f life are procured, and the treaty stipulations 
providing aid for the emigrant Indians in their agricul­ 
tural pui-u.ts, and in the important concern o f educa­ 
tion, and their rem oval from those causes which have 
heretofore depressed all and destroyed many o f the 
tribes, cannot fail to stimulate their exertions and to 
reward their industry. 
T h e tw o laws passed at the last session o f Congress 
on the subject o f the Indian uffairs, have been carried 
into elfect, and detailed instructions for their ndmims- 
tration, have been given. 
It w ill be seen by the esti­ 
mates for the present session, that a great reduction will 
take place in the expenditure« o f the department in 
consequence of th e s e laws. 
And there is reason to be­ 
lieve thiit their operation will be salutary, and the col­ 
onization o f the Indians on the W estern frontier, to­ 
gether with a judicious system of adm inistration, will 
still further reduce tho expensen o f this branch o f the 
public service, and at the sam e time promote its use­ 
fulness and efficiency. 
Circumstances have been developed, show ing the 
existence o f extensive frauds under the various laws 
granting pensions and gratuities ter Revolutionary ser­ 
vices. 
It is im possible to estim ate the amount which 
may Imve been thus fraudulently obtained from the na­ 
tional treasury. 
I am satisfied, how ever, it has been 
such as to justify a re-examination of the system , and 
the adoption o f the necessary checks in its administra­ 
tion, 
AH will agice, that the service# and sufferings 
o f the remnant of our Revolutionary hand, should be 
fully com pensated. 
Hut w hile this is done, every pro­ 
per precaution should he taken to prevent the adm is­ 
sion o f fabricated and fraudulent claim s. 
In the pre­ 
sent mode of proceeding, the attestations and certificates 
o f judicial officers o f the various States, form a consid­ 
erable portion of tho checks which are interposed 
against the com m ission o f frauds. 
T h ese, how ever, 
have been, and may be, fabricated, and in such a way 
as to « lude detection at the examining offices. 
And 
independently o f this practical difficulty, it is ascer­ 
tained that these docum ents are often loosely granted; 
som etim es, even bunk certificates have been issued; 
som etim es prepared papers have been signed without 
inquiry; and, in one iustince at least, the seal of tho 
court has been within reach o f a person most interest­ 
ed in its improper application. 
It is obvious that, under such circum stances, no se­ 
venty of administration can check the abuse o f tho 
law : and information has, from time to tim e, been 
communicated to the Pension O ffice, questioning or 
denying tho right of persons placed upon the pension 
list to the bounty o f the country. 
Such cautions are 
always attended to and examined. 
But a far more 
general investigation is called for; und I therefore re­ 
commend, in conformitv with the suggestion of tho 
Secielur) ol W ar, that an actual inspection should bo 
m ade in each State, into the circumstances and claim s 
o f every person now drawing a pension. 
T he honest 
vetem n has nothing totear from such a scrutiny, while 
the fraudulent claimant will he detected, und the pub­ 
lic treasury lelieved to an amount, 1 have reason to be­ 
lieve, far greater than hns heretofore been suspected.

As a natural consequence of the increase and exten­ 
sion o f our loreign com merce, ports of entry and deliv­ 
ery have been multiplied and estrblished, not only upon 
our sea-bourd, but tu the interior of the country, upon 
our lakes and navigable rivers. 
T he convenience and 
safety o f this commerce have led to the gradual exten­ 
sion o f these expenditure# ; to the erection of light­ 
houses, the placing, planting, and sinking of buoys, 
beacons, and piers, and to the removal of partial and 
temporary obstructions in our navigable rivers, and in 
the harbors upon our great lakes, as well as on the sea- j 
board. 
Although I have expressed to Congress my a p -, 
prehension that these expenditures have sometimes been 
extravagant and disproportionate to the advantages to be 
derived from them , I have not felt it to be my duty to 
efuse my assent to bills containing them, and have con- j 
tented m yself to follow in this respect in the footsteps of 
all my predecessors. 
Sensible, however, from experi- j 
ence and observation, o f the great abuses to which the : 
unrestricted exercise o f this authority by Congress was ( 
exposed, I have prescribed a limitation lor the govern- ^ 
ment o f my own conduct, by which expenditures of this 
character are confined to places below the ports o f entry j 
and delivery established by law. 
I am very sensible 
that this restriction is not as satisfactory as could be de­ 
sired, and tiiut much embarrassment may be caused to 
the Executive Department in its execution, by appropria­ 
tions for remote and not well understood objects. 
But 
as neither my own reflections, nor the lights which I 
may properly derive from other sources, have supplied 
me with a better, I shall continue to apply my best exer­ 
tions to a faithful application o f the rule upon which it 
is founded. 
I sincerely regret that I could not give my 
assent to the bill entitled “ A n act to improve the navi­ 
gation of the W abash river;” but I could not have done 
so without receding from the ground which I have, upon 
the fullest consideration, taken upon this subject, and of 
which Congress lias been heretofore apprized, and with­ 
out throwing the subject again open to abuse which no 
good citizen, entertaining my opinions, could desire. 
I rely upon the candor and intelligence o f my fellow ; 
citizens, in whose liberal indulgence I have already so 
largely participated for a correct appreciation o f my 
motives in interposing, as I have done, on this, and oth­ 
er occasions, checks to a course of legislation which, 
without, in the slightest degree, calling in question the 
motives of others, I consider as sanctioning improper 
and unconstitutional expenditure of public treasure. 
I am not hostile to internal improvements, and wish 
to see them extended to every part of the country. 
But 
1 am fully persuaded, if they are not commenced in a 
proper manner, and conducted under an authority gen­ 
erally conceded to be rightful, that a successful prosecu­ 
tion ot them cannot be reasonably expected.

tempt will meet with resistance where it might other­ 
wise receive support, and instead of strengthening the 
bonds o f our confederacy, it will only multiply and ag­ 
gravate the causes o f disunion.
